1934 - 1935

After much planning the 
Junior class sponsors the Junior - Senior banquet as а farewell gesture to the 
class of 1937. 


1937 - 1938 

We have reached the last chapter; the book will soon be finished. In the 
final year we are led by Philip Couillard, president; William Meran, vice-presi- 
dent; Genevieve La Joie, secretary; and Clayton Dey, treasurer. The Rev. John 
Bozak is heartily welcomed into the faculty. The football team embarks upon а 
splendid year. For the last time we are called together for a retreat climaxed 
by the reception of the freshmen into the Sodality. At this ceremony the high 
school girls wear white veils for the first time. The Seniors have the Juniors as 
their guests at the mid-year banquet. During the year the Saginaw Student 
Sodality is formed, with Father Bozak as Spiritual Director. The Senior class 
play, "Adam and Eva,” is a shining reward of hard work. In quick succession 
come the Spring Review — the banquet — Baccalaureate. 

Now we are finishing the book; we gaze in fascination, reluctant to take 
our eyes from the glorious climax. Grey clad figures pass in line, their diplomas 
clasped tightly in their hands. 

We pause before we let the cover of our memory book fall, hearing again
